CLONE NEUROSES.”’ 


Causeless Apprehension Which the 
People of St. Louis-Are Urged by 
Neurologists to Subdue and 
Control. 


The thunder shower of Thursday, slight 
as it was, possibly led to the suicide of one 
man and intensified the insanity of an other. 
George B. Ward of 2912A Michigan avenue, 
frightened by the clouds and suffering in- 
tensely from a growing blindness, turned on 
the gas in his home, after locking all the 
doors, and died. Albert Hall of 2618 Eads 
avenue became violently insane just after 
the rain began about noon, and was taken 
to the City Hospital and placed in a cell 
preparatory to removal to an insane asy- 


lum. 

The case of Mr. Ward is not of so much 
moment as is that of Mr. Hall, In that oth- 
er features combined to make him seek his 
own destruction. His eyesight had been 
failing him for some time, and he was wor- 
ried over the fear of losing it entirely. Be- 
sides, two years ago he was sunstruck. “nd 
since then his head had troubled him in hot 
weather. Fear of a tornado led him to go 
home about noon Thursday, warn his neigh- 
bors of one’s approach, though no symp- 
tems of one were in the skies beyond a few 
rain clouds, and close tightly all the wWin- 
dows of his own home. He then turned on 
ail the gas, laid down on the floor and died. 
His wife found his body about 4 o'clock, 
but he was dead. 

Albert Hall was only released from the 
observation ward of the City Hospital a 
short while ago, but Thursday afternoon 
his wife requested that he be confined 
again, as he had become violent. He im- 
agined that the lightning was striking h‘'m, 
and he showed various places on his body 
where he thought he had been burned. An 
opiate was necessary before he could be 
taken from his home. 

Hall was in the tornado of May, 1896, 
and narrowly escaped severe injury. for 
a month thereafter the things he exper- 
lenced that day were constantly on his 
mind. After a time he regained control 
over his feellugs, but of late the old ten- 
wy 4 to alarm has been strong again. Dur- 
ing the storm of May 13 last, he was great- 
ly frightened, and this state of nervous ap- 

rehension was intensified by the one of 
Ray 2. He slept little amd brooded con- 
stantly. 

On Decoration Day he started down town, 
but his famil¥, as he became greatly ex- 
cited over the rain, locked him up. He 
sprang out of a window and ran away, but 
Was captured, and after a struggle was 
sent to the hospital. Lately he had be- 
come quiet and at his wife's request, Dr. 
Nietert gave him his freedom. 

Hall had been watched closely, but his 
old state did not return until Wednesday. 
Then he became much excited and when 
Thursday's rain came up he was beyond 
control. The police took him to the hos- 
pital and he was replaced in his old quar- 
ters. He will be sent away, in the hope 
that a recovery will be effected. 

These are two of the many cases of emo- 
tional insanity developed by showers or 
storms, as the direct result of the tornado 
of May, 1896. Physicians say that these 
cases are brought out now by the long 
strain of anxiety since that disaster. While 
some cases of pronounced insanity were, 
the immediate result of that stor:n, more 
are becoming known in. proportion ag the 
years pass. The doctors explain this by 
saying that as persons rather arose to the 
emergency at that time, at the cost of 
intense nervous and mental strain, their 
vitality is now weakening and the effect 
of the high tension its telling on them. They 
become apprehensive whenever they see 
clouds in the sky; they are morbid and 
they dweil needlessly on the dangers, which 
are nearly were purely imaginative. 

In regard to Hall's case, Dr. Nietert said 
that his mania was clearly attributable 
to his experiences in the 1896 tornado. 

“On most topics,”” said the doctor, ‘“‘Hall 
is pestecdy rational. He will talk sensibly 
and fluently, but if the eonversation is pro- 
longed he will get around to storms and 
become insanely apprehensive. It is diffi- 
cult to handle such a case, as no way of 
preventing the mania coming on with every 
storm is Known, and, of course, the storms 
cannot be prevented. Rest, a change of 
scene and new occupations will help and 
possibly cure him, but there is always 
danger of a return of the symptons with a 
return to the old environment.” 

The best physicians are puzzled over the 
treatment of cases of “cyolone-neurosis,”’ 
as Dr. Ludwig Bremer, the eminent neurol- 
ogist, termed it in a pamphlet he iesued 
six month® after the big tornado. In that 

ublication. Dr. Bremer rather predicted 
he possibility of the future developing 
cases of this gort, and sought to point out 
the necessity of avoiding as many as poss!- 
ble by anticipating them. At that time it 
was too early to give detaile, so that he 
devoted most of his time to examples. It 
is his idea that apprehension should be 
avoided; that morbid fear is v*esponsible 
for most of the trouble, and that a calm 
preparedness for the worst is the best etate

Dr. Arthur Mink hought that Hall was 
@ neurasthenic, sutject to delusions, and 
that change of scere might effect a cure.

He, too, hbeleves that to keep stir- 
ring up and repea‘ing teles and scenes of 
tornadoes was ressonsible for the continua- 
tion of the evil recults. 

The medical mei agree on the fact that 
mania as the result of the 1896 tornado is 
more general nov than it was at the time. 
but they explain it on perfectly reasonabie 
lines, among otiers, that of the continual 
nervous atrain vhich tn the end causes the 
eyetem tc collarse.

Thirty Thousand More Men Required 
at Once for Active Service 
in the Philippine 
Islands. 


While the censored news from the Phil- 
ippines tells of briiliant successes by the 
American troops under Gen. Otis, the War 
Department is straining every effort to se- 
cure enough men to make up the quota of 
30,000 demanded by Gen. Otis. 

Every recruiting officer in the country 
has received a telegram from the depart- 
ment, urging the rapid enlistment of in- 
fantry, cavalry, light and heavy artillery 


for the Philippine service. 

At the door to the old Postoffice is a 
sign which says that 30 men are wanted 
at once for the Philippines. 

Otis wants a fighting force of 50,000 men 
exclusive of the troops that will be needed 
to garrison captured towns, which will 
bring the total up to 50,000 men, and expe- 
rienced army officers say that nuinber will 
not be eufficient. They predict that the 
President will be forced to call out at 
least 35,000 volunteers, a solution of the 
problem which he is very loath to resort to. 

At the rate at which men are heing en- 
listed in St. Louis it will require six months 
to ralse the 00 men required from St. 
Louls. 

One man was enlisted Thursday out of 
15 applicants. There were only 12 appli- 
cants Friday, and the recruiting Sergeant 
seemed to have no hope that a majority 
of them would be acceptable. 

The officers in charge of the station, 
Capt. Bailey and Lieut. Harrison, will not 
admit that there is any scarcity of ap- 
plicants, and explain the few men ac- 
cepted by saying that the examining: sur- 
Seon, Capt.-Owen, is extraordinarily se- 
rere, 

They speak as though there was a grand 
rush to get into the Philippine service, but 
the deserted halls outside the recruiting of- 
fice do not bear out that impression. 

A year ago, when there was a demand for 
men to go to Cuba, there were often as 
many as 200 applicants tn one day. They 
crowded the halls and the pavement out- 
side from early morn'ng until] late in the 
evening. They fought for places in the line. 
And it must be remembered that at that 
time there were three recruiting offices in 
St. Louis and all were besieged eagerly 
by men who were crazy to get into the 
army. Now if a dozen men dan be found 
in the vicinity of the recruiting office, it is 
considered a crowd and everybody looks 
happy. 

During five days only 14 recruits have been 
secured. They will be shipped to San Fran- 


cisco Friday night. 


One of the private soldiers attached to 
the station says flatly that men simply will 
not enlist for service in the Philippines. 
They have been frightened off by the re- 
ports of the unhealthy climate and the 
character of the enemy, and the kind of 
fighting going on there. 

Of these who present themselves, he said, 
few are able to pass the rigid examination. 

A gooc deal of interest has been aroused 
in militia circles by a message received by 
the Governor from Adjt. Gen. Corbin of 
Washington. The telegram requested in- 
formation as to how many men Missouri 
could furnish in response to a call for vol- 
unteers. This has aroused a feeling among 
national guardsmen that they may yet have 
a chance to do some fighting. 

Brig. Gen. Harvey L. Clark was expected 
in the city Thursday to begin the reor- 
ganization of the militia, but he did not 
show up, and is not now expected for a 
week at least.

THIEVES BRIBE THE POLICE. 


Stertling Testimony of Criminality 
Among Chicago Officials Before the 
Baxter Legislative Committee. 


CHICAGO, June 9.—Ex-Justice Wallis, 
who retired from office last April, yester- 
day testified before the Baxter Legisla- 
tive committee, that he issued between 500 
and 600 warrants for the Gonfiscation of 
slot machines, but he did not know wha 
the constables did with them. He had 
heard that the constables who secured the 
machines, instead of destroying them, as 
ordered, oe themu«o St. Loutg and Kan- 
sas City. The raids on the machines were 
usually made late on Saturday night, when 
they were full of nickels.

When completed it is 
to be the home for Chicago business wom.- 
en and women travelers who stop over in 
this city.

Mr. Koken is expected back Saturday, 
but he may not return before Tuesday. 
There wil! be no settlement unti! he re- 
turns. Three of the firms have expressed to 
the representatives of the strikers a willing- 
ness to comply with their demands, but 
they cannot do so without the assent of the 
officers of the trust.. 

The strikers keep committees on watch 
at all of the shops all the time. As soon as 
men are put to work tin the strikers’ places 
the committeemrn talk to them, and aJmost 
without exception have persuaded them to 
join the union. A few men were reported to 

working Friday at gt sigg med & Simp- 
son's, Mesker Bros.’ and the Union Works, 
but the strikers say these will come over to 


them. 

President Fred Affolten sald Friday: 
“The outlook ‘s encouraging. The bosses 
did not at first understand that we were 
affilfated with and supported by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. Now that they 
gee that this is so and that they have to 
deal with the national organization most 
of them want to comply with our demands. 

“These are for etght hours’ work, sub- 
stantially the same wages as now, time and 
a half for over hours and double time for 
Sundays and holidays. 

‘‘We have been working 10, 12 and even 13 
hours a day. For overtime we got only the 
same as for work during regular hours. 

‘The wages of iron workers have been 
raised all over the country. We simply de- 
mand what the others are getting.” 

The strikers meet every day on the sec- 
ond floor at 604 Market street. They have 
a general strikers’ committee there from 9 
to 5 each day. 

President Affolten says that assurances 
have been received from nearly all of the 
allied building trades that they will go out 
Monday, following action by the Central 
Trades and Labor Assembly Sunday at 
Walhalla Hall. 


TERRA COTTA WORKERS’ STRIKE. 


Employers Endeavoring to Fill the 
Places of the Strikers. 

The employes of the Evans & Howard 
Fire Brick Co. at Cheltenham, who struck 
Thursday, are still out. At the offices of 
the company, 920 Market street, Friday, 
Secretary Jones said that no communica- 
tion had been received from the strikers 
and the company had not been informed 
what their demands were. 

About 20 unskilled men refused to go 
to work Thursday morning. The skilled 
workman quit an hour later, because they 
said they were afraid to continue. The 
laborers are said to want a 10 per cent 
raise.

Robert Ralston of Venice, Ill, shot him- 
self through the head in his own home at 
10:30 o'clock Friday morning, and is now 
lingering at the point of*death in St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital there. Even if he recovers 
he will.certainly be blind for the rest of his 
life. Jealousy of his wife is the cause. 
Robert and Birdie Ralston were married 
about three years, and during that time al] 
has not been pleasant between them. He 
was given to drinking, and he had an insane 
idea that every time his wife spoke to an- 
other man he must resent it. They quar- 
reled over this frequently, and the neigh- 
bors generally sympathized with her. Only 
three weeks ago Ralston secured the arrest 
of another Venice man, who, he declared, 
had insulted his wife. Mrs. Ralston was 
fond of going to parties, and Ralston took 
her, only to become enraged when she 
danced with other men. 

For two or three days Ralston had been 
drinking heavily, end two nights he stayed 
away from bome. Friday he went back, but 
showed the effects of his debauch. He went 
into a front room, approached his wife from 
behind, embraced and kissed her, saying 
“good-by.” She wondered at this, but be- 
fore its true import struck her, ton had 
run to the kitchen door, drawn his revolver 
laced the muzzle to his right temple an 
red.

The War Department has sent the follow- 
ing order to recruiting stations throughout 
the United States: 

“Make all enlistments you can—infantry,

ppounes. Select men. Urgent.’ 
This order is the result of a cablegram 
from Gen. Otis, in which he tells the offi- 
Clals here that he must have men to sup- 
ly the places of the volunteers whose 
6 has expired. 

The advices from Gen. Otis account for

for the 75 recruiting officers throughout the 
country. The regular army is far below 
its maximum strength, and the orders to 
recruit were gent out at the direction of 
the President. 

After the dispatch from Gen. Otis was re- 
ceived there was a conference between Act- 
ng eta Meiklejohn and the Presi- 
dent, at which orders were given to recruit 
the army to its maximum strength. It was 
denied at e artment that this 
exceedingly significant dispatch was re- 
ceived, but it is known on indisputable au- 
sporsty that it was not only received, but

President and Secretary Meiklejohn.

Persecutors.

SAILS FOR FRANCE FRIDAY. 


MANY ARRESTS OF ROYALISTS 
MADE IN PARIS. 


Lieut.-Col. Picquart, One of the Heroes 
of the Dreyfus Trial, Has Been 
Provisionally Released From 
Custody. 


PARIS, June 9.—Dispatches from Cay-} 


enne, French Guiana, say that Dreyfus will 
leave for France to-day on the cruiser Sfax. 
The reported conversations of the prisoner 
with the French officials indicate that he 
has not been apprised of the conditions now 
existing in relation to h!s case. 

Dreyfus believes that Gen. Bolsdeffre is 
his friend, and that it is to the efforts of 
this officer mainly that he owes his com- 
ing freedom. The truth is that Bolsdeffre 
has been relentless in his persecution of the 
Captain. Dreyfus has not been apprised of 
the changes in the ‘Ministry, and believes 
that Boisdeffre is still Minister of War. He 
has written a long letter to the General, 
thanking him for his efforts in his behalf. 

Several conflicts between the friends and 
enemies of Dreyfus occurred in Paris last 
night, but they were suppressed by the po- 
lice. Many arrests have been made. 

There is considerable talk of a change in 
the Ministry. 

In the Matin Wsterhazy reaffirms the 
statement made by him in London that he 
himself wrote the bordereau. 

Next Tuesday is the date set for the trial 
of Count Christiani upon the charge of at- 
tempting to assassinate the President of 
France. 

The royalists are alarmed at the arrests 
made on charges of plotting treason against 
the Republic. Many titled persons are 
leaving Paris. 

The Duke of Orleans, who was said to 
have been in Paris last Sunday, is reported 
to be at Genoa to-day. His followers ex- 
pect his return here. 

PARIS, June 9.—Lieut. Col. Picquart has 
been provisionally released from custody. 
Picquart is one of the real heroes developed 
in the Dreyfus trial. As head of the spy 
service, he aided in the ‘condemnation of 
Dreyfus, though the falsity of the evidence 
was concealed from him. When he discov- 
ered it and the real traitor he notified the 
staff, and was punished with exile. Re- 
turning, he persisted in dragging the truth 
to light, and was imprisoned. Doubtless he 
would have been murdered like others but 
for the forethought of that daring speech 
in court. Through it all he has been bold. 
strong, femrless, calm, in a mob of frothy 
weaklings and base intriguers.

AUSTIN, Tex., June 9.—Reports which 
are slow in reaching this city show that no 
less than 26 persons have been drowned by 
the high waters of the Calgrado, Menard- 
ville has béen partially destroyed by the 
flood.

Spealing of his expected action on the street railway 
monopoly bill Gov. Stephens said to the Post-Dispatch repre- 
sentative yesterday: “At first I was much disposed to veto it. 
It looked like a trust proposition and you know I am always 
glad to hit a trust when the opportunity offers. The friends 
of the bill saw that the fight would be made against the ap- 
proval of the bil! on the trust issue, and have been piling ar- 
guments in upon me to prove that there is no trust about it.” 

There was nv news in Gov. Stephens’ statement. The Post- 
Dispatch warned him of the kind of “arguments” that would 
be piled upon him to make it appear that a monopoly was 
not a@ monopoly. 


arguments were and who the friends of the bill were.. 

The same friends of the bill convinced legislators that a bill 
legalizing a monopoly was not a monopoly bill. They piled the 
same arguments upon the legislators that they are now piling 
upon the Governor. They came from the same source—Fourth 
and Olive street and 222 Wall street. Why does not the Gov- 
ernor frankly tell what the “arguments” are and who are the 
friends of the bill piling them upon him? 

The Post-Dispatch knew that. the Governor was disposed 
in the beginning to veto the bill. He was disposed to veto the 
bill at 12 m. on May 25. Let him tell why he did not follow his 
good impulse and veto it. It was a great temptation to gain 
the honor of doing a great service for the people and of de- 
feating the robber purposes of a monoply syndicate. 

A man yields to the strongest temptation. Let Gov. Ste- 
phens tell what was the stronger temptation which was held 
out to induce him to throw aside this great opportunity to
